New North Reporter Finds Big

cellars some time ago and found a 
full crew at work making apple 
grafts. 


After making a number of inquir- 


ies regarding the different processes 
employed, we learned many inter- 
esting things. The first step in the 
production of an apple tree is the 
planting of the seed of the native 
French crab apple. These seeds are 
handled by a special process, then 
planted 
in drills in the nursery 


much the same as oats in the field. 
Through careful and systematic cul- 
tivation, the nurserymen are able lo 
produce in one season a plant having 
a top growth of from twelve to 
twenty inches, and such a plant will 
have a straight root of about 
Ihe 
same length. As soon as the leaves 
have fallen and the wood is entirely 
dormant, these seedlings, as they are 
called, are dug up and placed in 
winter storage where they are kept 
until time tn begin grafting. The tops 
of Ihe seedlings are 
cut oflf and 
thrown away, as the roots are the 
only part used. 


The next step in the production 


of an apple tree is Ihe collection of 
the scions. The Superintendent of 
the Ithinvlander Nursery (Company, 
Mr. Gjestniin. went to IJayfield Ih'is 
winter and spent several weeks in 
pruning the apple orchards in that 
region.

Cutting open a bundle, 
the nurseryman cut off the top of a 
root diagonally. He then made a 
short incision lengthwise at about 
the middle ot this diagonal cut. 
Picking up a six inch scion, he made 
a similar cut on the lower end of it 
ar.d slipped the two surfaces togeth- 
er, being careful thai the tongue of 
Ihe scion fitted into the tongue form- 
ed by the short incision in Ihe root. 
He then cut oil Ihe root at a point 
about three inches below the joint 
thus formed. The graft was then

The temperature 
of the storage room is kept constant, 
and the grafts are closely watched in 
order Ihnt conditions may be just 
right for them. While they are in 
the storage cellar, and before they 
sre ready to plant, the cut surfaces 
must heal over, or "callous", as it is 
called. This consists in the secre- 
tion of a white waxy substance from 
the cul surfaces which must be given 
time to harden. When this has been 
accomplished and the graft is ready 
to send out liny litlle rootlets, it is 
then ready for the planting.

I 
None the less, something must be J 
done to provide good boarding plac- 
es for our teachers, or much of the 
money invested in Ihe school plants 
and in the Training school will not 
bring as good results as it ought to 
do. "It is tru'e,** says A. C. Monahan,

may exist in the 


poorest building and with the poor- 
est equipment."

true that this cannot be done, unless 
the teacher has comfortable condi. 
lions. A teacher who demands them 
is not "stuck up", or "exclusive"; she 
merely knows that she cannot give 
value in full for Ihe money expend- 
ed, unless she has these comforts. As 
a general rule, those districts se- 
cure teachers who provide congenial 
living conditions. The teacher ought 
to have a room for herself. This 
room ought to be furnished plainly, 
but comfortably, and it ought to be 
heated.
